secured a num ber 
of demonstra j 
tion herds in their counties and e n -1 
courage*! the farm ers to keep daily 
records on production and feeding 
rations while they were securing 
daily' bu tter-fat 
tests through 
a 
testing association. 
In more than 
80 per cent of the herds held under 
dem onstration tests 
during 1929, 
cows were found 
which were re­ 
turning a fair profit to their own­ 
ers and by removing the unprofit­ 
able milkers from these herds, the 
average production cost per pound 
of butter fat was considerably low­ 
ered, while th** average profits per 
cow were correspondingly increas­ 
ed. 
Not only were the non-profit 
and low-profit 
cows weeded out 
by this process, hut in many 
in­ 
stances, by changing 
the propor­ 
tions of 
roughage 
and concen­ 
trates used in the milking ration, 
farm ers were able to increase the 
production of 
some 
animals to a 
poirit of profit, while in still other 
instances it was proven that cows 
gave an equal 
or 
even 
greater 
am ount of milk 
on 
rations that 
we et* made up of less expensive 
feeds than were being fed under 
the old guess work system. 
Standard 
record 
sheets have 
been furnished by the Extension 
Service departm ent 
for

in

onstration herds. 
These are very 
simple and easy to keep, requiring 
only tfiat the production from each 
cow be weighed 
at 
each milking 
and the figures he set down in the

Blanks ar** prepared

month and each 
sheet, w*ith the 
provision for a 31-day record on 
12 cows or less. 
Each cow in the 
herd is designate*!

In addition to

weight sheet, 
a 
-dairy 
calendar 
worked out by J. 
Lynn

This calendar, a r ­ 
ranged for the twelve months of 
the year, carries 
timely 
instruc­ 
tions as to feeding, breeding, hous­ 
ing and handling the herd and als**

At the bot­ 
tom of every calendar sheet is a 
summary blank so that record can 
be kept for each cow in the herd
